An action was lately instituted at Croy- 
don, England, by a builder, for payment of 
3544, sterling, being the amount of a bill 
for erecting a house for the defendant, whe 
pleaded a sct-off to the amount of 2444. for 
medicines supplied to the plaintifi’s wife 
and daughter, both of whom died, and for 


medicines to the plaintiff’s son, and toa 
charwoman employed in the service of the 
plaintiff. 


It appeared in evidence, that the plain- 
tiff and the defendant had been on very 
good terms of neighbourly friendship. Th« 


plaintiff was employed by the defendant to 
build a house for him, and the debt which 
was the subject of the action was incurred: 
When the day of reckoning came, howe- 
ver, the case wae altered, and the defendant 
insisted upon setting off a long score of pills, 
emulsions and draughts, against the plan- 
tiff’s bricks, mortar, and timber, and he 
accordingly made out a bill to the above 


amount. The plaintiff not choosing tw 
yield to the demand, brought bis action, 
and the matter was fairly brought to issue. 
The defendant's late assistant was called 
to prove the set-off. Mrs. Sherwood, the 
plaintiff's wife, was a nervous paticn', but 
she was not affected by any serious i] tices 
till shortly before her death ; and Mis» Sher- 
wood was ill for only exght days Leflore i.e:
